The steamship Kugia which left Manaos, Brazil, March 18, and 
Para March 23, arrived at Lisbon April 3 with yellow fever on board. 
The disease made its appearance at sea, 8 members of the crew being 
attacked. Of this number 4 died. The vessel was sent to the 
quarantine anchorage and the 4 patients and 140 passengers were 
placed in quarantine at the station. All contacts were quarantined.
